Rio De Jan eiro (By Mail)—Although 
Brazil has been a republic foi; many 
years and men of humbler birth now 
fill many of her most im portant public 
offices, the activities of the old court 
are yet fresh In popular memory. 
Less than two years ago the B ra ­ 
zilians repatriated the ashes of Don 
Pedro ii and his wife, Em press T he­ 
resa Christina, restoring them to a 
throne of memory. 
Dom Pedro had 
been compelled to leave the country 
by the rebellion which culm inated >n 
the Brazilian Republic. 
With Dom Pedro, his Empress wife, 
and 
his 
daughter, 
Princess 
Isabel, 
were also obliged to leave and went 
to Portugal never to return to their 
native country. 
Princess Isabel, known as “the Re- 
dem pteress,” having signed a decree 
freeing slaves in Brazil while she was 
acting regent during a visit of her fa­ 
ther to Europe, 
died 
recently 
in 
France.

m ourners over hdV loss. 
The press was unanimous in voic­ 
ing affection and esteem for “the Re- 
deaiteress.” 
One paper, in an obitu­ 
ary to Isabel, said: 
“P erhaps one of the sweetest m em ­ 
ories of B razilian 
history 
centers 
around the P rincess Isabel. 
He r m o­ 
tives, h er influence at court and over 
the nation, her rtgheous convictions, 
all sp ran g from a heart th a t was no­ 
ble in fact as well as breeding’.’ 
Although It had been the desire of 
Princess Isalfel to he buried a t the 
Chapel at Dreux in France, Brazilians 
still have hopes that by some decision 
of her family, her rem ains m ight he 
transferred to the country over which 
she once reigned. 
If Isabel’s body is brought back, Hie 
transference will he made with pomp 
and the thoughts of many will turn 
hack to the time when this country 
was an Em pire and to the court and 
the social strata which supported it(.

Their effort, to take advan 
(age* of the medical profession and 
make bartenders of physicians, and 
saloons of fling stores, was doomed 
to fail. 
In the control of the u se of 
alcohol Congress should have ascot 
tamed the small amount of liquor re­ 
leased to wholesale and retail drug­ 
gists for medicinal ti se previous to 
tile passing of the prohibition act. 
Prohibition 
is 
logical 
in 
countries 
with universally pure drinking water 
like ours, and has reduced remarkably 
not only those diseases caused by a1 
cohol, hut the associated discase of 
social an(j moral life hugely depend 
enf on alcohol and its sale.
